LORD CHANCELLOR. 


The office of the Lord Chancellor is to keep the Great 


deal; not to judge according to the common law, as other 
courts do, but to diſpenſe with ſuch parts as ſeem in ſome 
caſes to oppreſs the ſubject; and to judge according to 


equity, conſcience, and reaſon, Wherefore he is ſaid to 
have two powers, one abſolute, the other ordinary: the 
meaning of which is, he muſt obſerve the form of pro- 


ceeding in other courts; yet, in his abſoſute power, he is 
not limited by the written law, but in conſcience and 
equity. He may iſſue writs of habeas corpus at all times. 
He has power to collate to all eccleſiaſtical benefices in the 
King's gift, rated under 2ol. per annum in the King's 
books. His oath is to do juſtice to all perſons, poor and 
rich; the King truly to counſel, and to keep the King's 
counſcl, and not to ſuffer the rights of the Crown to be 
any ways diminiſhed. The Lord Chancellor and Lord 


Keeper are the ſame in power and precedence Both are 
appointed by the King's delivery of the Great Seal; they 


differ only in this : the Lord Chancellor hath alſo letters 
patent, the Lord Keeper none. |

SECRETARIES OF STATE. 

[Until the reign of Henry VIII. there was only one Se- 
eretary of State; and, until the reign of Elizabeth, the 
Secretaries were never of the Privy Council. From that 
time to the preſent, there have been two Secretaries of 
State, and ſometimes three, and thus council has ſeldom 
been held without the preſence of at leaſt one of them, 
From the death of Queen Anne to the rebellion of 1745, 


there was a third Secretary for Scotland; and from 1768, 
to the loſs of America in 1782, there was one for the 


colonies. In 1795, there was another appointed under 
the denomination of the War department, The depart- 
ments of the two Secretaries were, previous to 1782, 


divided into Northern and Southern, but are now divided 
into one foreign, the other domeſtic. With the home

As this kingdom aroſe out of countries which were united 
by degrees, it has no general laws; but each retains its own 
cuſtoms and rules of right, except they be annulled by the 
adicts of the King. 

The Ronan Catholic religion has abated ſomething of 
its intolerancy, and Proteſtants are now here ſuffered to 
approach their God according to the dictates of their own 
rcaſon and ſyſtems of their religion. | 

In the animal kingdom of Sardinia the herds of cattle are 
conſiderable, and furniſh Italy with wool, hides, and 
cheeſe. It abounds with game of all ſorts, The vegetable

ridges of the mountains; but the mineral kingdom within

The products of this kingdom would receive a conſider- 
able increaſe, it all the inhabitants were as induſtrious as 
thoſe of Savoy and Piedmont.

VENICE. 


THIS republic is ſituated between 44* and 46* 20 
North latitude, and 9 45/ and 160 of Eaſt longitude, con- 
taining 2,025,c00 ſouls, upon a ſurface of r3,650 ſquare 
miles, being at the- rate of 193 inhabitants te each ſquare 
mile. Their military force amounts to about.28,000 men; 
but, in time of war, the republic takes foreign troops into 
pay; and they have a few ſhips of war and frigates, Ve- 
nice is the capital. The modern revenue of this Republic 
is computed at 1, oo, oool. | 
The government is ariſtocratical ; for-the ſupreme power 
becoming hereditary in ſome families of the nobility, they, 
had it confirmed by fundamental laws. The firſt officer of 
tate, the Doge, or Duke, is elected by 45 members of the 
great council. He poſſeſſas his dignity for life; but his 
power is very limited and weak. ' | 

The civil law of the Venetians is founded upon the Ro- 
man laws; the criminal ſtatutes are uncommonly rigid and 
ſtrong; but the laws of 'police are too weak, ſumptuary 
laws excepted. Juſtice is adminiſtered in every town; but 
tlie higheſt courts are thoſe at Venice. 5 
Tue fertility of the Venetian ſtates is very great. They 
poſieſs conſiderable breeds of cattle and ſheep, but. not of 
horſes, Their lakes and rivers are full of fiſh, and the 
production of liik is conſiderable. They have plenty of 
corn, rice, fine fruits, wine, faffron, medicinal herbs, 
hemp, flax, and wood for. ſhip-building. They have alas. 
baſter, marble, earth for porcelain, mines of copper, iron, 
and lead, ſalt, mineral waters, and hot baths. 

They are a very induftrious people, and are fo attached 
do agriculture that they appoint particular academies for its 

improvement. Fabrics and manufactures flouriſh at Ve- 
nice; but chiefly the ſilk, ſtuff, cloth, leather, glaſs, mir- 
. ror, and coral, fabrics, | 

Their commerce is not ſo flouriſhing as formerly, It. 
recovered its ſpirit during the, American war; but it muſt 
ſoon ſink again. The principal cauſes are the impoſts, the. 
iaterference of more active and powerful nations, the pro- 
hibitious of the nobility from the engagements of commerce, 
and their great loſſes in war. 5 

By Treaty, Oct. 17, 1797, between General Buonaparte, 
on the one part, and the Emperor of Germany, on the.

mer Sultans have given great influence in the government to 
the officers of the Seraglio, the officers of ſtate, and ſuch as 
profeſs authority among the people The provinces are 
governed by Balhaws, who pretide over the provincial coun- 
cils, and have aimoſt an unlimited power. 

The codes of law are the Koran, the Fetwas of the 
Mufti, and Soliman's laws, The preceprs of the firlt go 
to civil and criminal caſes; hut they are often ſo obſcure 
as to require the particular explanations of the Mufti, wich 
are called Fet was. The adminiſtration of juſtice generally 
belongs to thoſe af the ceelefiati ical ſtate; for, as the deci- 
ſions are according to the Koran, only divines cau explain

THIS country contaius 3,040,000 inhabitants, upon a 
ſurface of 18,699 Iriſh ſquare miles, or 28,012 Engliſh, be- 
ing at the rate of about 109 perſons to each ſquare mile, 
diſtributed amongſt 2293 pariſhes. The army, in the pay 
of Ireland, is about 12,000 men. Dublin is the capital. The 
annual revenue of Ireland amounts to about 1, 500,000). 

It is eſtabliſhed by a fundamental law, that whoever is 
King of Great Britain ſhall be, ip/o facto, King of Ireland, 
conſequently liable to the ſame reſtrictions. The govern- 
ment is adminiſtered by a Lord Lieutenant, or other repre- 
ſentative of the King, who exerciſes every regal function 
under his Majeſty, by ftatutes 21 and 22 Geo. III. it is 
enacted, that the Lord Lieut. and Council of Ireland, 
ſhall certify under the great ſeal of the ſame, to His M:jet- 
ty, without addition or alteration, &c. all ſuch rites, and 
no other, as the Parliament of Ireland ſhall judge to be 


. expedient; and that all bills fo certified and returned back 
again, under the great ſeal of England, without any altera- 
tion whatever, and none other ſhall pafs on the Iriſh Par- 


liament.” There area Houſe of Lords and Houſe of Com- 
mons, correſponding with thoſe of Great Britain, the for- 
mer conſiſting of — members, the latter of 300.—The 
Parliament of Ireland (which is octennial) had not enjoyed 
the full exerciſe of its functions for ſome centuries, till 


within the reign of his preſent Majeſty, before which it 
was perpetual. 


The indulgences lately granted to the Roman Catholics 
in this country, and their enjoyment, with others, of the
